I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the  year  1363* 

So  far  as  the  general  health  of  the  Borough  was  concered,  the  pattern  of 
last  year  was  continued.  The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
increased  yet  again,  albeit  by  JO,  to  a  total  of  46,530*  The  adjusted  birth  rate 
improved  to  13*1,  the  highest  rate  since  tho  immediate  post-war  years,  and  the 
corrected  death  rate  improved  to  14.4,  The  main  groupings  in  the  causes  of  death 
of  the  530  followed  a  similar  pattern  to  recent  years  -  about  one-sixth  being 
caused  by  malignant  disease  and  one  third  by  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels* 

Apart  from  the  biennial  visitation  of  measles,  the  communicable  diseases 
numbered  31  -  7  °T  which  wore  cases  of  lobar  pheumonia  affecting  adults.  In  other 
words  the  child  population  appeared  to  weather  their  ailments  well.  Although  there 
does  not  appear  to  bo  any  evidence  of  persisting  ill-effect  from  infectious  illness, 
there  is  a  serious  uncertainty  that  a  true  picture  of  incidence  is  reflected  in  the 
notifications.  Very  many  cases  of  ■whooping  cough  remain  un-notificd,  which  might 
lead  one  to  claim  a  greater  success  for  immunisation  against  the  disease  than  could 
be  justified.  The  main  object  of  offering  protection  at  an  early  ago  is  really  to 
try  to  avoid  tho  loss  of  infant  life  and  this  is  certainly  being  achieved, 

Tn  the  environmental  sphere  the  year  was  somewhat  disappointing.  Although 
many  houses  were  known  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  it  was  not  possible  to  deal 
with  them  for  administrative  reasons  outside  the  control  of  the  Health  Committee, 

This  was  felt  to  be  most  regrettable.  The  Council  also  had  doubts  regarding  the 
Committee rs  Clean  Air  policy,  subsequent  to  the  supply  of  much  inferior  smokeless 
fuel  and  considerable  public  criticism  -  much  of  it  ill-informed.  Many  people  are 
prepared  to  pay  lip  service  to  attain  a  clean  air,  so  long  as  nc  effort  or  sacrifice 
is  called  for  from  them, 

I  am  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman 
and  all  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  Department, 
and  to  the  members  of  tho  staff  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for  their  ever-ready 
help  and  co-operation.

Iho  total  number  of  registered  live  births  assignable  to  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the 
year  1363  was  803  compared  with  802  the  previous  year.  The  corresponding  crude  Birth  Rate 
for  the  two  years  respectively  is  17*4  and  17.2  per  1,000  estimated  population, 

IRe  crude  death  rate  is  12.7  per  1,000  of  tho  estimated  resident  population,  but  when 
this  is  corrected  and  adjusted  by  making  allowances  for  the  age  and  sox  distribution  of  the 
population  it  becomes  comparable  with  tho  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  or  with  the 
death  rate  of  any  other  area.  This  standardised  death  rate, as  it  is  then  termed,  is  14,4 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the  Borough  of  Leigh,

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT  AND  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


THE  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  13  5  6. 

SMOKE  CONTROL  AREAS. 


Two  smoko  control  areas  (Numbers  2  and  3)  became  operative  on  the  1st  October  and 
the  1st  September  respectively.  Number  2  Area  was  originally  confirmed  with  the  operative 
date  1st  July. but,  duo  to  technical  difficulties,  it  became  necessary  to  postpone  this  to 
the  1st  October,  The  combined  acreage  of  the  two  areas  being  321  containing  2,3 47  dwell¬ 
ings  and  264  other  premises. 


During  the  winter  many  complaints  wore  received  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
the  approved  fuels  and  supplies  to  the  householders  and  this  resulted  in  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  being  spent  by  the  staff  in  checking  the  fuel  supply  and  in  discussions 
with  suppliers  and  manufacturers. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

This  is  the  fifth  full  year  in  which  the  Dark  £boke  (Permitted  Periods)  l^eguiations 
have  been  in  operation.  Offences  under  these  Regulations  are  classified  as 


1,  Emission  of  dark  smoke  from  any  chimney  longer  than  10  minutes  in  the 
aggregate  in  any  period  of  8  hours,  or,  if  soot  blowing  is  carried 
out  during  the  period,  l4  minutes.  These  periods  are  extended  where

VOLUMETRIC 


A  P  P  A  R  A  T  U  S. 


The  measurement  of  pollution  has  continued  during  the  year  by  the  use  of  volumetric 
apparatus  and  the  deposit  gauge,  The  results  are  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Scientific 
end  Industrial  Research,  where  they  are  co-ordinated  into  the  National  Survey  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution* 

The  tables  on  the  following  pages  give  the  comparative  results  of  the  investigation 
and  reveal  a  continuing  improvement,  small  perhaps,  but  of  significance. 

The  recording,  which  commenced  in  April  1958,  is  achieved  by  drawing  about  JO  cubic 
feet  of  air  every  24  hours  through  a  2"  circle  of  filter  paper,  the  suspended  matter  being 
deposited  on  the  paper  as  a  dark  stain,  this  varying  of  course  with  the  amount  of  smoke 
present  in  the  air.  The  stain  is  measured  by  means  of  a  photo-electric  apparatus  and 
results  are  expressed  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre.  At  the  same  time  an  estimation  of 
the  amount  of  sulphur  is  made  and  expressed  as  the  average  sulphur  dioxide  concentration 
in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  the  Committee 
agreed  to  pant ic ip ate  in  the  National  Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution,  and  to  the  setting  up 
of  three  sites  for  measurement  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  at  (a)  the  T0wn  Nall,  (b)  Chapel 
Street  and  (c)  Firs  lane.  This  National  Survey  came  into  operation  on  the  31st  October,  1^6l,

The  slum  clearance  programme  was,  on  technical  grounds,  slowed  down  again  but  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  activity  was  increasing  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  impetus  can  be 
stepped  up  once  again  because  of  the  prossure  which  is  becoming  evident  from  the  complaints 
of  people  living  in  those  areas  which  are  sub -standard.  We  have  been  advising  these 
people  for  several  years  now  not  to  spend  money  on  the  property  because  of  the  likelihood 
of  their  being  dealt  with  in  the  near  future  and  one  sympathises  with  them  for  being  so 
patient* 

This  has  been  a  disappointing  year  only  32  houses  having  been  dealth  with  as  against 
the  original  target  figure  of  85  houses  per  year.

Two  typos  of  grant  are  now  available  with  the  advent  of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Ret, 
1959?  when  the  Standard  Grant  was  introduced.  The  conditions  applicable  to  these  grants  are  as 
follows 

(a)  Stoddard  Grants  are  available  towards  the  cost  of  improving  a  house  which  lacks  certain 
standard  amenities,  such  as  a  bath,  w.c,,  or  hot  water  system.  They  are  specially  intended 
to  help  the  modernisation  of  houses  which  can  be  equipped  with  these  amenities  without  the 
necessity  for  structural  additions  involving  much  new  building  work.  These  standard  grants 
are  a  new  form  of  improvement  grant  which  can  be  claimed  as  of  right:  the  grant  cannot  be 
refused,  provided  the  conditions  of  payment  are  satisfied, 

(b)  Discretionary  Grants  are  payable  for  a  wider  range  and  more  extensive  forms  of  improvement, 
including  the  conversion  or  adaptation  of  larger  houses  and  other  buildings.  But  payment 
of  these  grants  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  local  council.
